Foraſmuch as We are well informed of a crue] Murder committed by FergusT emple= 
#7, a little black Curly-headed Man, Souldier in Captain . Home his 
' Company,inthe Lotd Sirathwaver his Regiment,upon Fames Dunlop in Kirkland, 
with in his own Houſe or Barn where he was living peaceably; the Mut= 
 Cerer pretending that he was fearching for Deſertersz, which Fergus Temple- 
zown being apprehended, and committed Priſoner to the Guards in Paſicy, did make 
his eſcape, And We bring defirous that the Committers of ſo hainous a Murs 
der, ſhould be brought ro condign puniſhment, Therefore We, with Advice of 
the Lords of Our Privy Council, do hereby Require and Command all our Ma- 
o:\trats, Officers, Souldiers,” and others Our Liedges, todo their outmoſt endea- 
vou: and diligence to apprehend the ſaid Fergus Terwpletony, and deliver him Prifo= 
ner to the Magiſtrats ot any of Our Bu:ghs, co be by them kept in ſafe Cuſtody, 
untill he be bcoughe to tryal, and ſuffer condign puniſhment for the faid Crime. 
And Weout of Our deteſtation to fuch a horrid Crime, and to the effet the ſame 
may qpt go unjuniſhed « And for encouraging of perſons to ſearch for, and ap« 
'prehend the Murderer; do hereby make offer of the Sum of Five hun- 
dred Merks to any perſon or perſons who ſhall apprehend the aid 
Fergus Templetoun, and deliver him Priſoner to the Magiſtrats of 
of any of Our Bu:ghs, wEich We hereby promiſe ſhall be faithfully payed as 
a Reward to the ſaid perſon or perſons, for their apprehending of the ſaid Mur- 
derer,Iademnifying hereby all Perſons from all hazard of Slaughter, Mutilation, or 
any other As of Violence, which they may commit againſt the ſaid Fer2us Temple 
20un, or any Perſons with him, in apprehenJing the (aid Murderer, And we with 
Advice ſoreſaid peremptor!ly Infibir 'and Diſcharge, all and every our Leidges 
whatſoever, to Shelter, Harbour, Conceal; or any ways Afiſt or Supply the 
ſaid Fergus Templetoun, upon their higheſt peril, OUR WILL IS HERE» 
FORE, and We charge you ſtraitly, and Command, that incontinent theſe Our 
Letters (een, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and Mercat- Crofles of 
the whole remanent Burghs in this Kingdom, 'and other Places needtul, and 
there in Our Name and Authority, by open Proclamation, make Publ.cation 
of the Premiſſes, that none may pretend ignorance, And ordains theſe Preſents 
to be Printed, |
